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For the Balance. 

To convict a man, by direct positive 
proof, of receiving a bribe, is generally im- 
possible. He who hus the baseness to a- 
bandon the interests of his country for sor- 
did considerations, takes the precaution to 
manage his guilt in such manner as to hide 
the direct evidence of his crime. We are 
left to form our cpinion from circumstan- 
ces. There may be a combination of such

“ merican vesscls, sir,] should be excluded 
“from the ports of all Europe; and there 
“it is that thisBritish factich, instead of de- 
* fendinz, would be the ruin of New-York, 
“without a gun being fredat it. The ex- 
* clusion of vessels from New-York, would 
* be a severe affliction on the peaceful and 
“innocent part of its population ; but it 
“ would neither diminish the gemmerce of 
“Europe, or the revenue of the United 
* States, because tho commerce to and 














“from Europe, will go into the hands of 
%“ Republican Merchants of other states. 
“* The total of commerce will be the same. 
* The place of deposit will be changed,” &c. 
And further, “if the peaceable inhabitants 
* do not rouse themselves in time—if they 


“do not set bounds by the expression of. 


“ their indignation, to the outrages of Bri- 
“ tish adherents, they will have to deplore 
“ it when too late ; they willbe the ruin of 
* New-York.” 

From the tenor of the above passages, it 
will easily be seen, that an attack on New- 
York by the French, and the ruin of that 
city, would be 70’ in the least unacceptable 
to Duane, or perhaps to Jefferson, who has 
appointed him a colonel. Does Duane 
mean that the British Merchants in New- 
York, should be banished? This could not 
be done but by Congress. An alien law 
would be highly impolitic. Mr. Jefferson, 
I presume, would not give his assent to it. 
Is the commerce of the city then to be ru- 
ined on account of a few merchants? Real- 
ly the outrageous zeal of the man carries 
him beyond all bounds. By the destruc- 
tion of New-York, he says, the commerce 


and revenue of the United States will not 


be diminished. ‘The total of commerce 
will be the same—the places of deposit 
willbe changed. This is more than I ex- 
pected to hear avowed. The sentiment is 
indeed conformably to the policy of the 
South. Philadelphia, Baitimore and Nor- 
folk, are to be the new places of deposit. 
These cities are to be aggrandized on the 
ruins of New-York. Wenow understand 
Mr. Jefferson’s policy tolerably well. You, 
sir, are the presidential organ. He has 
however pushed his resentment rather too 
far, against an odious city. The destruc- 
tion of New-York, would not only be the 
ruin of afew merchants, but the agricultu- 
ral interest would deeply feel the event. 
I’armers of the state, will you be content 
to behold the ruin of your mart, and to car- 
ry your produce to Philadelpbia, Balti- 
more, kc. for the sake of gratifying the 
president, and to appease the anger of Bo- 
naparte? No—ihe people of this state 
will not tamely approve the sinister views 
and visionary speculations of a man, whose 
wisdom consists In cunning, and whose en- 
ergy is persecution. 

We are arrived at a conjuncture which 
calls for all the virtue and patriotism of the 
land. We ought to act as Americans. 
To indulge in predilections for any foreign 
nation, to say the least, is highly culpable. 

‘The question is not, whe is for France or 
who is for Britain; but who is for his coun- 
try .It is lamentab!e to see the leading pa- 
per in support of the administration, the 
panegyrist of Bonaparte—to see it justify 
his violence and ambition, and endeavor to 
excite prejudices and jealousies, not only 
against a foreign nation, but against a part

of our own ci izens, and against one of our 
inost fourishing cities. 1 am no more the 
champion of Great-Britain than I am of 
France. But circumstanced as Great-Bri- 
tain is, at present, she stands the barrier 
against the ambition of an imperious ty- 
rant. [fs it not, then, impolutic to endeavor 
to destroy her? Is there a man so infatua- 
ted, as to imagine that after Bonaparte has 
conquered England, he will rest contented. 
He imitates Alexander, and wishes to sub- 
due the world. The love of power is like 
the love of wealth. Success enlarges the 
view, and what was at first the illusion of 
imagination, becomes the direct object of 
pursuit. 

Why, then, do we hear eulogised the 
genius, the wisdom, the moderation and 
humanity of France? Why then attempts 
to possess us with inveterate prejudices as 
gainst England! My countrythen, these 
prejudices, if too much indulged, will turm 
fetters, to bind us as victims for sacrifices, 
at the altar of despotism. Bonaparte hates 
the American people, because they are 
free. He wishes to subdue us, to increase 
his glory, by a conquest, and to enable him 
to grakgy his vengeance by making us 
slaves. ‘There is no medium fora people 
so high spiriied as we are. We must ei- 
ther stand upon the proud eminence of 
freedom, or be kept in rigorous subjection 
by chains. Let us thenno longer be amused 
by delusive assurances of the good inten- 
tions of Bonaparte, and his wish to protect 
us and all the world, against the maritime 
despotism of England. Look at Portugal 
and Spain; you will there see illustrated 
the protection he affords. Letus then ban- 
ish French influence from our councils, 
Let us act as becomes Americans and pat- 
riots; and though Wilkinson commands 
ourarmics, if we are true to ourselves, our 
country is safe. - 

For my part, I yet glory in the appella- 
tion of American. 1am proud of the free- 
dom [stili enjoy ; and would scorn to sure 
vive itsloss. Without it, the condition of 
man is miserable and contemptible. To 
surrender it, issacrificine the dignity of our 
being, and a renunciation of the rights and 
duties of humanity. This frecdom is only 
to be preserved by increasing vigilance and 
anxious jealousy. Should the people of 
this country view with indifference the in- 
sicious designs of a foreign power, and the 
tame acquiescence of our own government 
—should they support measures originating 
in mysterious secrecy, and yield their con- 
fidence to aa administration which with- 
holds from them information on points 
in which their welfare was most seriously 
involved, I would conceive it the height of 
folly to indulge in any hopes, or make ong 
exertion. Our merit then would be our 
silence. The effort of the patriot would 
be in vain.“ Ie might excite to action the 
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enercics of afew, and produce a struggle 
in presage of approaching tyranny. In 
such circumstances, I woula advise hin 
quietly to await the conqueror, and when 
he comes, to act like Cato. © fhe | xst sin of 
life, would be cloriously great, and the Al- 
mighty . oul:t forgive him for the sake of 
the motive,

France, or rather the emperor Fapoleon, having 
violated the most sacred compacts with Spain, ha- 
ving taken away by force the royal fam ly, hav:ng 
compelled them publicly and with violence to re- 
sign and abdicate their sovereignty, which is mani- 
festly null, void, and without effect; having forced 
with the same oppressi »n the sovereignty of Spain 
to be given to him, which no person could have 
power to do; having declared it to be his will to 
elect the king of Spain, (the most horrible trans- 
gression which history can speak of,) having en- 
tered Spain with his armies which have taken pos- 
session of its fortifications and cities, then unpre- 
pared; having perpetrated or the Spamards all 
kinds of murders, plunders, and abominable cruel- 
ties; having not only recourse tothe force of arms, 
bat also under a prerence of adding to our felicity ; 
haviog repaid with monstrous ingratitude the ser- 
vices which the Spanish nation had rendered him, 
and also repaid cur friendship with deceit, treason, 
and the most horrible perfidy which a nation had 
ever been guilty of towards another nation or so- 
vereign, forthe truth of which we appeal to the 
whole world; having finally declared that his in 
tention is to overthrow the menarchy, its funda- 


mental laws, and threatens the ruin of our Catho- ‘4 


lic religion, which we have sworn to maintain; ha- 
ving thus forced us as the only remedy for so many 
evils, to declare war against him, which we pub- 
licly do in the face of all Europe. 

We therefore declare in the name of our king 
Ferdinand VII, and of the whole Spanish nation, 
War by sea andland against the emperor Napoleon 
and France; so long as they shall be urder his do- 
minion and tyrannical supjection We order all 
the Spaniards to act towards them with hostility, 
and do them all evil and prejudice according to the 
laws of war, detain all French vessc|s im our ports, 
all the property, claims and righis,which they have 
many part whatsoever of Spain belonging to that 
government, or any individual whatever of that 
nation. We also order in the same manner not to 
detain or molest the vessels, property and rights of 
the British nation, nor vf any of its subjects what. 
ever; bécsuse we declare that we have ob‘ained an 
open and free communication with Evgiand, and 
have concluded with her an armistice, which we 
hope will end in a solid and lasting peace. 

We protest fur herthar we wil not velinquish 


ourarms, until theemperor Napoleon restores to 


Spain our hing Ferdinand VII, and royal far ty, 
t'eir liberty, integrity, avd independence; and af. 
terwards respeci the sacred rights of the nation, 
which he has wantonly viclated. We order for the 
better prc mulgation cf this solemn declaration, that 
it be printed, sent and posted up in all che provin- 
ces, cries, and pessessions in America; aid also 
that it be publ cly known by the same way to all 
Europe, Asia, and Afmea. Given in the royal pa- 
lace of Alcazar, in Seville, the 6th June. 1803, by 
disposiion of the supreme assembly of govern-

Melancholy Event 

We have to record a very melancholy event 
which took place inthis v cimity on Wednesday last. 
A revenue Cu:ter from the !:wes, commanded Ly 
Lieut. Farrington, with a sergeant and 12 privates 
was dispa'ched by the Collector of the Customs, in 
pursuit of a large batteau called the Blick Snake, 
owned by persons wear the lines, well known thtre 
to have been some time employed in smuggling. 
The Cutter pursued her up Onion river, where she 
was found and taken possession of by Lt, “arring- 
ton, while her crew who were armed, stood on .he 
bank of the river and threatened co fire on the first 
man who atiempted to go on board. The Bleck 
Snake was manned by a part of the crew of the cut- 
ter, who proceeded with her down the river, while 
the smugglers repeatedly declared they shewld never 
take her out of the river aliwe. hey had not gone 
mre than 100 rods, before they were fired on trom 
the shore, through the buses, and one man on 
board the Cutter, by the name of Fils Drake, was 
shot through the head and imm: diately expired. 
Several more shots wire made, when the Licuten- 
ant ordered his mento s eer for the shore. 

S arcely hadthey landed when the wh« lecontents 
of a la ge gun, catled a wall prece, about ‘en feet in 
length. carrying 16 ounce bails, was discharged up- 
on them. which proved fatal to Asa Marsh, another 
of the crew of the cutter and Mr. Jonathan Orms- 
by, an inhabitant of (his town, who returoing from 
his work, happened to be present at tris unfortu- 
nate moment.
